The youth and woman had planned 
the elopement for sometime. it was 
learned here tonight. Fellow. stu- 
dlents revealed that the Chapman boy 
had spent considerable time with the 
‘Mi-year-old principal after school 
hours, 

The boy's parents also believe the 
couple may have gone to Detroit, a 
number of young Chapman's friends 
recently having gone to the Michigan 
city and having written him of their 
ready snecess in obtaining employ- 
ment there. It also has developed 
that Mrs. Wellens made a number 
ef inquiries concerning chances of 
obtaining employment in or pear - 
troit as a school teacher.

U.S. IS DESCRIBED 
AS HUGE VULTURE 


Most Conservative Jour- 
nals Play Up Crime Re- 
port and Stories of Fail- 
ure of Prohibition.

Paris, January 27.—(United News. ) 

A strong note of hostility to the 
United States and to Americans is 
again creeping into a portion of the 
French press. 

While not so hostile as the cam- 
paign of anti-Americanism which 
swept through France coincident with 
the slump of the franc in 1926, it is of 
sufficient violence to disturb officials 
of the American embassy here. 

The conservative newspapers, gen- 
erally, are still very friendly to Amer- 
ica, although the semi-official Temps 
does, from time ta time, devote col- 
umns to violent criticism of what it 
terms America’s “imperialism.” But 
the criticism and hostility are especial- 
ly noticeable in the newspapers of 
radical tendency.

Whenever 
possible these papers reprint, from the 
English press, news which holds Amer- 
icans in ridicule.

Keep the Drunkards in Hands,” 

It purported to be a story of how 
New York observed New Year's eve 
and gave French readers a word pic- 
ture of New York’s millions fighting 
in the streets in a drunken orgy.

eriisades fegularly against “the Amér- 
ican peril.” In this noon newspaper, 
Frederick Davidson said in an edito- 
rial note to be a Canadian, wrote a 
two-column diatribe exposing this 
“new peril to civilization.” 

“What has become of the United 
States, once the hope of the world, 
with its symbol of the spread eagle?” 
he wrote. “It has turned into a yul- 
ture. Its claws seize all the gold in 
the world. Gold and business form the 
religion of the American today.” 

Much of the editorial temper has 
been aroused by the forthcoming meet- 
ing of financial experts to revise the 
Dawes plan of war reparations. The 
average Frenchman knows little of the 
waralebt problem. He knows only that 
France owes America money, and he 
resents it.

With the readily-given permission of 
the interstate commerce commission, 
that system proceeded to kill off sub- 
sidiary corporations and centralize le- 
gal ownership at a rapid pace. The 
process still is going on, and the day 
may come when such a great rail- 
road system will be in law—as it 1s 
in fact—a single unit, all of its hold- 
ings in one corporation. 

The New York Central has never 
represented so diversified a corporate 
status. Notwithstanding, the parent 
company owned more than 90 per cent 
of the stock of the Big Four and the 
Michigan Central, while these in turn 
owned more than 90 per cent of sev- 
eral minor subsidiaries and the law 
made it necessary to spend consider- 
able money in keeping alive the sepa- 
rate corporate existences. 

In practice, nearly all of the cor- 
porations concerned had common of- 
ficers, and when Patrick Crowley be-

Cannon Demands Fund. 

A survey of the situation today 
gives every indication that the pro- 
hibition bureau will have to worry 
along on its present $13,000,000 ap- 
propriation. 

Bishop James Cannon, Jr., official 
of the Anti-Saloon league and of the 
Methodist Church South, however, will 
not give up the opportunity for the 
increased prohibition appropriation 
without a vigorous fight. He was 
partially responsible for forcing the 
amendment through the senate and 
has served notice hé will confinue fis 
battle. 

President Coolidge, it is under- 
stood, is supporting Secretary of 
Treasury Mellon in his stand that 
a survey should be made to budget 
any increased prohibition funds before 
an appropriation is made. 

The dry republican majority in the 
house faces two alternatives. It must 
either support the administration or 
the Anti-Saloon league. 

What it will actually do if the ap- 
propriation is eliminated from the bill 
in the face of the Anti-Saloon league 
stand is a question of grave doubt. 

Committee Four to Two. 

Two of the three house conferees, 
Crampton, Michigan republican, and 
Wood, Indiana republican, both pro- 
hibitionists, are supporting Secretary 
Mellon. The third conferee, Byrns, 
Tennessee democrat, is ‘siding with 
southern members of his party’ in 
their effort to force the amendment 


through. 
As in the house, two of the sched- 


uled senate conferees, Smoot, Utah re- 
publican, and Warren, Wyoming re- 
publican, are favorable to the treas- 
ury chief and the administration, 
while McKellar, Tennessee democrat, 
the other senate conferee, is said to 
be in favor of the $24,000,000. 

' No prohibition measure proposed in 
recent years has created such wide- 
spread discord among dry members ot 
congress and dry organizations. The 
Anti-Saloon league, divided among its 
own leaders on the $24,000,000, has 
taken a stand opposing the Methodist 
board of temperance, prohibition and 
publie morals, which is supporting 
Mellon. 

Diplomatic Booze Censured. 

Clinton N. Howard, chairman of 
the National United Committee for 
Law Enforcement, has called upon 
congress to dry up Washington © be- 
fore appropriating additional funds 
for enforcement work outside’ the 
ec pital. 

In a speech today, Howard attacked 

the alleged overflow of diplomatic 
liquor into bootleg channels. 
_ “It is common report that enough 
liquor is coming in under protection 
of foreign privileges to float the ark,” 
he said. “There is no reason why any 
foreign property should enjoy immu- 
nity from the laws of our country, or 
why the constitution should not be 
in force on every foot of soil under 
the American flag. 

“The leak in the foreign embassies 
has become a national scandal, and 
the time has come to make the de- 
mand that no foreign flag should pro- 
tect a speakeasy on American soil, 
or that liquors intended for personal 
use of foreign consulates should be 
allowed to leak into the bootleg trade.” 

Henry H. Curran, president of the 
association against the prohibition 
amendment, issued a statement here 
today calling failure of congress to 
appropriate $300,000,000 for enforce- 
ment—the amount said necessary to 
dry up the country by Prohibition 
Commissioner Dorah — “nullification 
of the eightéenth amendment.” 

“The very members of congress who 
proclaim their adherence to prohibi- 
tion by preaching, if not by prac- 
tice, provided the negative votes to 
deprive the prohibition commissioner 
of the help he said he needed in or- 


der to enforce prohibition,” Curran

HOOVER IN FAVOR

President Coolidge wants this time 
limitation removed and Senator Borah, 
Idaho republican, is prepared to lead 
the fight for its elimination. He has 
the support of the independent group 
opposing the entire bill. 

Republican senators who usually 
support the administration are lead- 
ing the fight against the president's 
proposal, reversing cempletely the 
usual republican alignment, 

Chairman Hale, of the senate naval 
affairs committee is determined to 
keep the time clause in the bill and he 
has the support of Chairman Britten, 
of the house committee, who declares 
that President-elect Hoover favors the 
bill as drawn. 

Coolidge Against Clause. 

“The time limit now in the eruiser 
bill is the most important section of 
the measure,” Britten said in a state- 
ment issued today. “It is the one 
real assurance for 15 steel ships under 
construction in 1931, when the Wash- 
ington conference again meets. To 
eliminate it would substitute paper 
cruisers while England, Japan, France 
and Italy are proceeding with careful- 
ly considered steel ship programs. 

“The house is overwhelmingly in 
favor of building real steel ships 
quickly and the three-year time limit 
will do it. I am sure the time limit 
will be pleasing to President-elect 
Hoover.” . gee 

Mr. Coolidge. requested elimination 
ofthe time cintise in his Iast ‘message 
and his position was Te- 
iterated last week. e argnedl that 
the building program should be car- 
ried on by the president as the condi- 
tion of the treasury warrants. 

Borah said in his first speech on 
the cruiser bill that actual building 
should be delayed until the 1931 limi- 
tation of arms conference and another 
conferenee he has proposed for recodi- 
fication of maritime law are held.

A moderate in- 
erease of burley acreage might safely 
be made, but the bureau warns that 
there is grave danger that the burley 
growers will respond to the present 
burley prices by overplanting in 1929. 
The outlook for fire-cured and dark 
air-cured tobacco does not justify an 
increase in acreage in the opinion of 
the bureau.

HUMIDITY FOR HEALTH. 


This seems ai good time to reassert 
the belief, which, of course, is insus- 
ceptible of proof, that damp walls, a 
damp cellar under the house, or the 
absence of a cellar, or an aceumula- 


anything that you may conceive under 
the heading of dampness, is not a fac- 
tor of ill health. Damp living rooms, 
damp bedrooms, damp bedding or 
damp clothing may be uncomfortable 
but will never injure anybody’s health 
}or render one more susceptible to pneu- 
monia, “rheumatism’’—whatever that 
may be—tuberculosis, malaria, bron- 
‘chitis or other illness. 


Everybody knows that the weather 
feels colder, or, as we say, the cold 
is “penetrating,” when the humidity 
is comparatively high, when the air is 
damp; and on the other hand the air 
does not feel so cold if it is fairly dry. 
Zero or sub-zero temperatures in a 
comparatively dry climate or place 
are not so cold to one’s feeling, not so 
“chilling” as temperatures ten or twen- 
ty degrees higher in climates or places 
|where there is more moisture in the 


Water vapor in the atmosphere is 
a good heat conductor compared with 
dry air. The body heat is more easily 
dissipated to the surrounding air when 
the air is moist. 

In a hot climate the heat is less de- 
pressing, easier to endure if the air 
is fairly dry ; with increasing moisture 
or humidity the tropical climate be- 
comes less endurable. The same prin- 
ciple is involved—water vapor in the 
air conducts the heat from the body, 
but it hinders evaporation of the sweat 
and that is the more important factor 
in the cooling of the body, or the dis- 
sipation of body heat. 

Any householder who installs an ef- 
fective means of evaporating water in 
the air in the winter time or when the 
dwelling is artificially heated soon dis- 
covers that everybody feels comforta- 
ble at a more moderate temperature 
than everybody demanded before the 
humidifying equipment was brought 
into use. 

A household temperatrre of 65 to 
68 feels as comfortable, indeed more 
balmy and less chilly, to grandpop, 
uncle and the girls than did tempera- 
tures of 72 to 75 before the humidity 
was corrected. If this does not seem 
consistent with the explanation just 
given, the best way to settle the ques- 
tion for yourself is, try it in your own 
household.

If his past cabinet experience had 
not made that fact plain to him he 
has now had it brought home to him 
by the influential leaders of his party 
in and out of congress. 

Plenty of signs have come to the 
surface these last days that he is 
strongly. impressed by his partisan ob- 
ligations and intends to “play ball” 
with the strong men who control 
the party and its conduct. 


Will Have a Personal Policy. 


That does not mean that as pres- 
ident he will be only the pawn of the 
party dictators. Not by a whole lot! 

Hoover has distinct and grounded 
ideas of what for and how the pres- 
ident of the United States should en- 
deavor in the next four years. About 
his reasoned and conscientious objec- 
tives he will be stubborn. to the point 
of battle. The party moguls are ad- 
vised and prepared to find him so 
and they have no prospective inten- 
tion of forcing a fight upon him. Such 
a conflict would spell ultimate defeat 
of both factors—president and party. 

Most of Mr. Hoover's pet objec- 
tives have to do with making govern- 
tuent more scientific and effective, 
simplified and economical, and much 
of that desirable work can be done, 
it is admitted by the politicians, with- 
in the borders of executive authority, 
In acconiplishing many of the reforms 
of administration that he desires, he 
will noi have to apply for the aid 
or consent of congress. What he will 


need is cabinet aids like-minded with 
himself and willing to faithfully carry 
out his instructions.

The Tone of Main Troubles. 


The zone in .which Hoover ideas 
will run against heavy obstructions is 
that in which congress has set up a 
swarm of independent offices, bureaus 
and commissions which take their au- 
thority and regulations from congress, 
are responsible to .it alone, and can 
act free from any control of the chief 
executive—the president. 

Congress can create as many such 
independent agencies as it likes and 
so steal away large areas of authori- 
ty and power heretofore considered ex- 
clusive in the executive department. 

In plain terms, we are more and 
more now drifti,g—well, not drifting, 
but being designedly steered—into gov- 
ernment by congress, with congress 
governed by arbitrary committees. 

Such was not the plan of govern- 
ment which the framers of the con- 
stitution believed they had constitut- 
ed by that document, but modern 
majorities on the bench of the federal 
supreme court have found rubber 
enough in the charter to make it 
stretch over these transfers of power 
from one department to. another, 


A Course of Conciliation. 

With a new congress on his hands 
at the outset of his administration 
and before he has had time to get 
its wheels oiled and adjusted to satis- 
factory cooperation, Mr. Hoover in- 
tends to pursue a policy of accommo- 
dation, and conciliation when needed 
to diminish friction. 

So far as*his cabinet is concerned 
he has let it be understood that, while 


he will fairly consider all persons in- 
tends to have a cabinet entirely satis- 
fying to himself. He does not want 
a patch-work cabinet, part of it com- 
posed of highly practical men and 
part made up of men who are dis- 
tinguished chiefly as political carom- 
players. And on that he can stand 
pat and only a senate majority could 
balk him by refusing toe confirm his 
nominees, 

As to other high federal and state- 
confined appointments he _ will be 
more liberal and depend upon repre- 
sentative republicans to recommend 
suitable persons for placement in the 
areas with which they are personally 
concerned. By this fair method the 
new president will hope to maintain 
the good favor of his party in general. 


What He Hopes From Congress. 

It comes to this observer on a 
straight line that Mr. Hoover is hop- 
ing. for three main things to. be done 
by congress in extra session. 

The first is that a measure for farm 
relief that will be constructive and 
immediately helpful shall be enacted 
with becoming promptness. n that 
subject, which he holds is para- 
mount importance, he will sfate his 
views with plainness and precision in 
his inaugural address. When he shall 
have thus spoken all of congress and 
the farmers of the nation will know 
with definiteness what manner of re- 
lief measure he will approve. 

He will also expound his founda- 
tion ideas of the- sort of tariff the 
country needs tu protect its industries, 
labor and agricultural interests. He 
is an American protectionist from 
crown to heel. 

His third hope is that congress will 
refrain from any course of legislation 
that will burden business initiative, 
interfere with full production, and im- 
pose new taxations upon the. capital 
and labor of the masses of the nation.

CENSUS ENUMERATION PRO- 
POSED FOR UNEMPLOY- 
MENT DATA. 

BY ETHELBERT STEWART. 

Federal Statistician. 
(Ethelbert Stewart was born at Chi- 
cago, 1ll., April 22, 1857. He was edu- 
cated in the public and high schools of 
Illinois. He became affiliated with the 
United States bureau of labor in 1887 
after haying been editor of several news- 
papers. He has been United States com- 
missioner of labor statistics since 1920.) 


I have urged the necessity for a 
census of the employed and unemploy- 
able as a fundamental basis from 


|which to begin the solution of the 
problems thereby presented. 


With a census of unemployment, 
the bureau could apply the index of 
the volume of unemployment and as- 
certain the number of unemployed at 
any given time. 

With the information now at hand, 
all the bureau of labor statistics can 
do is estimate shrinkages in employ- 
ment in established industries. 

On January 1, 1929, 79,000 more 
people were employed in those estab- 
{lished industries than on January 1, 
1928, a reduction in shrinkage of 4.2 
| per cent. 

An unemployed person, usually em- 
ployed, at present out of work and 
seeking a job. This deiinition cuts 
out the unemployable who present a 
| sociological problem and for whom in- 
dustry is not immediately responsible 
at that time. 

That the question is local or for 
the state does not appeal to me. Un- 
employment is a world problem.

Springfield, Ohio. 
You have referred to ‘“Posi- 
tivism’” several times in your 
column. Will you please tell us 
what this creed was, and who 
founded it? 

Auguste Comte was the founder of 
this system of philosophy and, as its 
name implies, it was based by him 
on what he deemed actyal certain- 
ties or “positives.” He excluded 
everything but phenomena which 
could be discovered or demonstrated 
by observation, experiment and com- 
parison. :

Anything dealing with the nations 
as a whole was worthy of the great- 
est reverence, and those enlightened 
spirits who were the epitome of their 
age for justice and sympathy were 
to be esteemed as the new divinities 
of what Comte really meant to — 
a religion. Frederic Harrison was its 
last prominent exponent and he_ re- 
mained as one crying in the wilder- 
ness. But Positivism did not pass 
without exercising a marked effect 
upon the social outleok of organized 
Christianity.

HOUSE TARFF BODY 
FACES ARDUOUS TASK 


Washington, January 27.—(*)-— 
With a room full of briefs and thou- 
sands of pages of oral argument re- 
corded in support of import duty re- 
adjustments, the house ways and 
means committee starts out tomorrow 
on the second half of its arduous task 
of determining how American indus- 
tries, including agriculture may ben- 
efit through tariff revision. 

During the first three weeks of 
hearings, the committee completed the 
taking of testimony on the first six 
schedules of the Fordney-McCumber 
act and is now about to conclude hear- 
ings on the seventh, that relating to 
farm products. 

This schedule has been described by 
both republican and democratic mem- 
bers of the committee as one demand- 
ing more attention than any of the 15 
that constitute the existing law... By 
devoting tomorrow to its further con- 
sideration, the committee will have 
spent four days on this one section, 
more than any other has demanded 
since the hearings began January 7. 
- Spirits, wines and other bevgrages 
and cotton manufactures will hold 
the attention of the committee from 
Tuesday to Friday. 

Farm Groups Present Side. 

Although more than 150 _ repre- 
sentatives of farm groups from every 
section of the country have appeared 
seeking readjustments, principally up- 
ward, in the agricultural duties, 50 
remain to be heard before the commit- 
tee completes its consideration of the 
schedule tomorrow. 

In this group are representatives of 
several of the major farm organiza- 
tions, who are expected to make gen- 
eral arguments in favor of higher 
farm tariffs and to back up proposals 
already presented by special commod- 
ity groups for increased protection 
against foreign competition, 

Among the organizations to be rep- 
resented tomorrow are the National 
Grange, American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration and National Canners’ asso- 
ciation. 

Wants Equal Protection. 
Fred Brenkman, Washington rep- 


resentative of the National Grange. 


‘declared tonight that his organization 


would seek to have the agricultura! 
rates adjusted to the level of proterc- 
tion enjoyed by manufactured prod- 
ucts. 

“We want agriculture to have pro- 
tection that will he comparable with 
what industry has had for some time.” 
Brenkman added. “We feel the pri- 
mary purpose of these hearings is to 
revise the rates on agriculture. We 
are not looking forward to any gen- 
eral revision. We would not resent a 
revision of rates on mannfactured ar- 
ticles where it was found necessary. 
but we should not compel the farmer 
to pay two dollars to get one.” 

Brenkman estimated the average ad 
valorem duty on agricultural products 
was abont 22 per cent compared with 
40 per cent on manufactured com- 
modities. He placed imports of du- 
tiable farm products at between six 
and seven hundred million dollars a 
year and free duty imports of these 
commodities at twice that figure. The 


combined import figure, he said, about

equalled the value of exports of farm 
products,

The shortest fight 1 ever heard of, 
and.l y ture to say the shortest in 
history, was between Dal Hawkins 
and Martin Flaherty. : 

Perhaps I hav: given the impression 
that I never was interested in fights 
before the Gans-Nelson affair. I did 
not intend to do so. As a reader of 
newspapers I always was interested 
in boxing, and occasionally I had a 
chance to see some of the earlier 
fights, particularly those held in the 
far west. 

The Hawkins-Flaherty fight was in 
Carson City, Nev., the day before the 
great heavyweight scrap between Fitz- 
simmons and Corbett. Tom Finlay, a 
native son, was in Madison Square 
Garden with me years later, and told 
the story again. I did not attend this 
fight myself; but the story ought to 
be repeated here. 

Four-Second Fight. 

Just four seconds after Hawkins 
came out of his corner, the time re- 
quired for him to reach the center of 
the ring and set himself, Martin Fla- 
herty was sprawled on the floor, 
knocked cold. : . 

They had left their corners simul- 
taneously. Arriving in the center of 
the ring, where usually the -principals 
do a little sparring, Hawkins, without 
and preliminaries whatsoever, shot out 
his left. His love landed squarely 
on Martin’s jaw for a knockout. — 

If there pave been quicker fights 
than that 1 do not know of_them. 
Someone insisted that Battling Nelson 
knocked out a fellow named Rossler 
in exactly two seconds, but I have no 
record of it. : : 

Dal Hawkins not only figured in 
the shortest fight on reeord but he 
had the distinction of also figuring in 
the longest one. I know there can 
be no contradiction of that. 

This long fight was between Hawk- 
ins and Freddie Brogen, another San 
Francisco boy. ‘The fight lasted two 
days. ; 

This will require some explanation, 
I’m sure. The Hawkins-Brogan scrap 
‘was at the Golden Gate Athletic club 
with Eddie Graney as referee. 

75 Rounds First Day. 

Graney stood in the ring for the 
first seventy-two rounds and was get- 
ting very tired.. He was physically 
tired as well‘as tired of the fight. At 
the end of that round he called the 
two boxers to the center of the ring. 

“Boys,” he said, “you've had enough 
for one night. “We'll resume this bat- 
tle tomorrow.’ : 

The gamblers and the fight sharps 
had a whole night of bets and argu- 
ment. They had never heard of such 
a.thing. Some of the biggest gam- 
blers even laid odds that Brogan 
would not show up agam. They had 
figured wrong. They didnt know 
Brogan. He had no intention of 
quitting. 

Although Brogan was _ stiff 
gore from fighting the night before, 
he sailed right into Hawkins with 
the sound of the gong. Instead of 
quitting, he carried the fight to Dal, 

Hawkins Stopped. 

Hawkins fought gamely, but 
stopped in the fifteenth round 
second night. 5 

The fights I have mentioned are 
on the record books as the longest 
and the shortest. Rett : 

There are many -who insist on Nel- 
son’s right to the short-distance dis- 
tinction by knocking out Rossler in 
two seconds. On the other hand 
there are still hundreds of. old-timers 
who say long distance record should 
go to Andy Bowen and Jack Burke, 
who fought 110 rounds at New Or- 
leans April 6, 1893. This fight lasted 
seven hours and 19 minutes. But it 
didn’t go two days! 

The Burke-Bowen fight started at 
9-15 in the evening and it was early 
in the morning when the referee or- 
dered the fighters to stop, and called 
it a draw. They divided a purse of 
. During this long fight Burke tried 
several times to have it stopped and 
called a draw. He made this propo- 
sition to Bowen at the end of the 
58th round. : 

“Not me.” declared the bruised and 
battered Bowen. “It was to go to 
a finish, and it’s going to a finish. 

At the end of the 110th round both 
men were plainly tired, their eyes 
were puffed, their arms swollen from 
stopping each other's blows and their 
faces looked as if some one had hit 
them with a cleaver.

BY STEEL COMMON

New York, January 26,—(Special.) 
Steel common, as a result of the 31 7-8 
point advance in 10 days, two-thirds 
of it last week, followed by a setback 
of six points early this week and then 
a new high, has regained leadership 
if the stock market, Jost temporarily, 
to General Motors. While holding 
the center of the stage stockmarket- 
wise, General Motors certainty made 
the most of its opportunity. Never- 
theless, no stock can boast the wide- 
spread following of Steel common 
when that stock steps out and gets 
under way. It has been so since J. 
P. Morgan, Sr., hired James R. Keene 
28 years ago, to make a market for 
the newly-floated Steel common, Keene 
was given a free hand to bring about 
the desired results. He got them, mak- 
ing a market such as was never be- 
fore witnessed, giving Steel common 
the reputation as a market leader 
which it still holds. 

In its long career Stee? common has 
never acted as it did during its re- 
cent sensational advance 
foreshadowing something for the 
shareholders in the way of a melon- 
cutting. Directors of the Steel corpo- 
ration will meet on the seventeenth 
floor of the Steel Corporation build- 
ing, 71 Broadway, next Tuesday at 
3 o'clock to receive a statement of 
earnings for the December quarter 
and then declare the quarterly divi- 
dend, In addition to the regular quar- 
terly $1.75, speculative Wall street is 
expecting after the recent sensational 
price advance, anything from an ex- 
tra cash dividend to a split-up or a 
very large stock dividend, ee 
There is not the slightest question 
but that the Steel corporation diree- 
tors if they see fit could justify the 
wildest expectations of speculative 
Wall street. For the first quarter of 


this year the company earned $2.11- 


a share for the common stock after 
providing for all charges including the 
preferred dividend. For the second 
quarter $2.75 was earned for the com- 
mon stock and for the three months 
ending with September $3.31. Wall 
street is predicting that $4 a share 
will be earned for the common stock 
for the December quarter against only 
$1.05 for the December, 1927, quarter. 
If this prediction makes good the com- 
pany will show $12.17 a share for the 
common stock for 1928 against the 
$8.81 a share earned for 1927. 
Steel Earnings Poor. 

Earnings for the year last named 
were comparatively poor for the Steel 
corporation—the $8.81 a share com- 
paring with $17.99 for 1926, $12.86 
for 1925, $11.77 for 1924 and $16.42 
for 1923. In 1927 too the outstand- 
ing capital stock was inereased by 
the 40 per cent stock dividend.

‘a certain breed and 


Georgia Chickens Lead 


In Egg-Laying Contest 


Now is the time of the year when 


be| many folks are considering the idea 


of raising chickens in a small or 
large way, and a call on the Blue 
Ribbon Hatchery at 221 Forsyth 
street, S. W., during the past week 
resulted in gome interesting informa- 
tion on this subject. 

The proprietor, J. I. Hosford, who 
is the pioneer in the wholesale hatch- 
ing line in this vicinity, explained the 
different operations of the five mam- 
mouth incubators that have a total 
capacity of 65,000 eggs at one time. 
He exhibited several thousand “bhid- 
dies” that were one day old and were 
being made ready for shipment ¢> ati! 
points of the southeast. 

An important fact Mr. Hosford 
stressed was that folks contemplat- 
ing raising chickens must not forget 
that they cannot always walk into a 
hatchery and say I want one, two, 
three dozen or hundreds of chicks ef 
get them quick- 


ly. 

Nature's law require. three weeks 
to hatch an egg in the latest electric 
incubator,” continued Mr. Hosford, 
“and while we have arranged our 
schedules so that we will have a hatch 
come off every few days, we also 
have a large list of orders for the 
most popular jayers on file. As we 
make it a rule to ship and fill orders 
in the order they are placed with us, 
we can only repeat that those wh» ex- 
pect to go into the raising of chickens 
even in a small way would be wise 
to call or write us when they may 
be ready and how many chicks they 
want. 

“In an international egg laying con- 
test during a given period last year. 
Georgia and Alabama far outranked 
Ontario, Canada, which many people 
in the south seem to think has tet- 
ter egg-producing hens than our two 
southern states. On a percentage rate, 
the Georgia hen laid 197.3, the Ala- 
bama hen 184.4, while the Ontario 
hen had 159.3, so the Georgia hen 
far outclassed the Ontario hen in the 
contest. 

“It will also be recalled that the 
state agriculiural college a few weeks 
ago gave out the statement that a 
Georgia hen had equaled a _ world’s 


record for the number of eggs laid 
in one year. So when we hear some 


people say they are going to get chicks 
in Canada we question if they are up 
to the minute in the chicken business. 
And we wonder if it is as helpful 
to the south for a southern person to 
send good American money all the 
way to Canada to get some chicks, 
for the long shipment is a great tax 
on the strength of the chick, and at

It is true that the amount is not 
large and that the cerdit that can be 
extended upon this gold as a base will 
total, at the average rate of multipli- 
cation, less than %i00,000.000.

A mania for speculation. 

Expansion of bank credit at rising 
interest rates. 

Strikes and labor shortage. 

As every observer will admit some 
of these conditions are now present. 
Business is active though its activity 
it not spread equally through all in- 
dustries. Mergers and the expansion 
of existing organizations have largely 
replaced the formation of new enter- 
prises, but the effect in the inflation- 
ary scheme is the same. On the mania 
for speculation and the active demand 
for credit at rising interest rates it 
is necessary to dwell. And_ while 
“extravagance” is a term hard to de- 
fine it ought to include the greatly 
increased rate of obsolescence that is 
accepted for everything from clothes 


to skyscrapers, as well as the sale of

~INGREASED ACTIVITY 


Hunter Manufacturing and Commis- 
sion company say: 

While our sales for the week were 
slightly below production, there was 
increased activity in many lines where 
business was needed. Our feeling is 
that the primary goods markets this 
week did not reflect the actual im- 


provement in demand, as we are con- 
tinually getting satisfactory reports 
from many divisions of the trade. 
There is some complaint from the 
jobbers but converters generally are 
more optimistic and are buying goods 
more freely. We are also getting good 
reports from some large mail order 
houses and chain stores who réport 
sales well ahead of the same periud 
last year. The large retailers state 
that they are satisfied. with sales in 
January. We, therefore, believe that 
the actual movement of cotton goods 
to the consumer is most encouraging. 

Business in our fine and fancy goods 
division has been most satisfactory 
and our sales have actually run about 
three times full produetion. The or- 
ders booked included silk and cotton 
mixtures, broadcloths, colored yarn 
decorated shirtings, sateens and other 
special constructions. It looks as 
though we are at last getting some 
benefit from the tremendous . loss in 
production last year resulting from 
the long strike in New Bedford, as 
well as from curtailment in the south. 
A careful survey among converters 
and manufacturers shows that they 
are actually getting very much larger 
volume than they had anticipated. In 
the last few weeks we have had a 
considerable amount of repeat busipess 
from stylings and constructions devel- 
oped last fall. While many prices are 
still very close, this increased volume 
should improve the situation material- 
ly in the next few weeks: 

We have had some large inquiries 
from the tire trade for deliveries run- 
ning up to May but due to the very 
low prices we could accept but little 
of this business. While we had an- 
other very satisfactory week on wide 
goods, converters of automobile top 
materials advise that many of the an- 
tomobile manufacturers will not be in 
a position to place their requirements 
for possibly another week or ten days 
but if business comes through, as 
many of the automobile manufactur- 


ers predict. we shall see a strong de-| 


man for wide goods for the next sev- 
eral months. 

Special constructions for the rain- 
coat and rubber shoe industries have 
been extremely quiet, due to the un- 
usually mild fall and winter. Weatii- 
er conditions have also affected the 
oiled clothing manufacturers who have 
complained of the lack of rain. 

While our sales in colored goods 
for the week have not been up to 
production, we have had a satisfac 
tory business in some lines; certain 
fabrics have moved well. Substantial 
orders have been placed on flannels for 
both cutters and jobbers. Large check 
ginghams continue in good demand and 
the diversity of their use is very in- 
teresting, including as it does dresses, 
pajamas, curtains, seat covers, furni- 
ture covers and table cloths. There 
is no group of mills that is more en- 
titled to improved conditions than the 
so-called gingham mills.

FATHER OF EMPRESS 
OF JAPAN PASSES; 
WASGREATGENERAL 


27.—(/)—Prince 
Nagako, 


Tokyo, January 
Kuni, father of Empress 
died today at 12:30. 

The empress was at the bedside 
when her father succumbed to in- 
testinal ulcer and hemorrhages, hav- 
ing reached Atami, where the family 
home is located, an hour previous. 


In recognition of his life-long de- 
votion to the army, Prince Kuni, who 
was a general, was pusthumously pro- 
moted to a field marshal and invested 
with the grand necklace of the order 
of Chrysanthemum. 

The prince was the second of his 
line and was born on July 23, 1873. 
He was made a full general -in the 
army in 1923, and at the time of his 
death was a member of the supreme 
war council. During his armv career 
he saw much active service, includ- 
ing membership on the general staff 
during the Russo-Japanese war. Im- 
mediately following the close of these 
hostilities, he studied military affairs 
in Germany for three years. 

Prince Kuni was popularly regard- 
ed as one of the most democratic mem- 
bers of the imperial family and his 
public occasions. He was a noted 
rotund figure was frequently seen on 
patron of the arts and was keenly 
interested in industrial development.

Smith, who spent three days here as 
the guest of his mother, Mrs. Eshton 
Buchanan, this week, is engaged in 
the fruit business in Chicago. and be- 
cause of business connections, has 
many dealings with foreigners in Chi- 
cago. 

It was while disposing of a car of 
“juice grapes” on Clinton street, he 
told Americus friends Saturday that 
he ran into a gangland riot during 
which three members of the gang op- 
posed to the notorious Al Capone or- 
ganization were “taken for a ride” 
by their gangland enemies. 

There was, apparently, no prepara- 
tion for the assault, he said, bullets 
seeming to come in a veritable shower 


from many directions just as his car 
was passing the seene selected by the 
gangsters for their wholesale murder. 

Having ho connection with the af- 
fairs, young Smith said he merely 
“stepped on it” when bullets began 
flying about his machine. He thought 
he had escaped without loss. Two days 
later, when examining the rear of his 
machine. he found the two bullet holes 
there. These were, he said, made by 
“snent bullets.” The metal, of which 
the tonneau is made, was barely 
pierced. 

Had the bullets not been stopped by 
this, it is probable Smith would: have 
been killed, as the driver's seat was 
direct in line of fire.
